More than '100 S t a n f o r d i t e s 
'swarmed into the auditorium to 
challenge Swift's statements about 
"The Secret Government of Amer- 
ica." 

As students successively hissed, 
heckled, and filed mil (a few 
garbed in improvised Kit Klux 
Klan masks). Swift accused the 
crowd of being the "most discour- 
II toons" he had ever met. With 
| thai, he stalked off the stage. 

The burly, explosive Swift 
[[charged the local 'American Civil 
Liberties Union, which prepared a 
statement this week exposing his Ku 
Klux Klan and anti-Semitic affilia- 
tions, with ''seeing that wrong facts 
are sowed in this community." 

Many local citizens condemned 
the student actions. Some of the 
comments overheard were: 

"There's nothing funny about this, 
is the most, disgraceful thing I've 
■cr heard." 
"I'm not going to send my kids to 
oil esc if that's the way they act." 



When unfavorable student reac- 
tion drove Swift, off the stage the firs', 
Lime, ACLU member and temporary 
junior li'xcom representative Dick 
O'Conncil quieted the crowd and re- 
minded them that Swift had a right 
lo speak and receive courteous at- 
tention whether or not, the audience 
■igrrod with his views. 

Swift, who was sponsored by 
Stanford student Donald K. Close. . 
returned In his podium, placed 
midway between (he fla> r of the 
iinilcd Slalcs and the California 
state flan, and declined a student . 
request to discuss Communisl in- 
fillralions into U.S. school systems. 
However. Swift, did sav that, he 
i bclicvr-d there were many social sci- 
entists and socialist, planners planted 
in flic schools.

On November 29, 1963, a written report was 
received from a source, who has furnished reliable 
information ; in the past, to the effect that he had 
arranged to obtain coverage of a meeting by Dr. SWIFT 
on the evening of November 22, 1963, which meeting was 
held at the Hollywood Women's Club. 

The report reflects that Dr. SWIFT started his 
meeting with the story of how the assassination of ' 
President KENNEDY was part of a prophecy having to do; 
with Uranus> and how this also was the same condition 
a century ago when Lincoln was shot. SWIFT said he: 
had predicted in i960 that President KENNEDY would not 
live to finish his term of office, which prediction was 
based on Bible prophecy and a study of cosmos, and that 
these prophecies had come true. 

Dr. SWIFT is reported to have stated that be«ause 
the Government was in the hands of and under the influence 
I of Jews, the President had no protection. He added that 
j if the investigators and the FBI had not harassed the 
j patriots so much and had paid more attention to the 
n communists, the assassination would not have happened. 

.SWIFT stated that President KENNEDY let the:

\ "pin the assassination on the right-wing element while they 
j should have been keeping a closer surveillance on those ■;;

SWIFT criticized the stand of President KENNEDY 
during the Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba and blamed the loss 
of lives on our not sending troops and planes to support the 
invasion.

He made numerous anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic statements, and was 
accompanied by armed bodyguards. Swift was a KKK lecturer, and a 
controlling member of this organization. The CDL was allegedly 
a front for Swift, who advocated anti-integration and anti-Jew and 
was dedicated to white Christian supremacy. Dr. Swift made numerous 
transcriptions and tape recordings which were mailed out to anyone 
who was interested. Swift was at one time interested in groups who 
were connected with his church and who committed acts of violence, but 
he stated that he was no longer interested in any type of violence 
and felt that more could be accomplished through the CDL in defending 
white Christianity.

L. K. Smith, was; America First Party;* file # 62-43818, set 
out information concerning the activities of Reverend Wesley A. 
Swift, Lancaster, California, who was considered Smith's right-hand 
man in Los Angeles. When Smith, who was head of the CNC, appeared in Los , 
Angeles for speeches he was usually accompanied on the stage or platform 
by Swift, who ©ften made the introduction. Swift, a minister of the 
Anglo-Saxon Christian Church of Lancaster, held weekly meetings in 
Los Angeles, where he continued to follow the line of Gerald Smith by 
speaking on communism, Jewish conspiracy in the US Government and 
similar related topics. Smith as head of a delegation called the 
Citizens Congressional Committee, with Wesley Swift, spoke in Washington, 
B.C., 6/27/53 to 7/2/53. They contacted Senators and Representatives 
advocating the abolishment of the UN. This group was apparently 
affiliated with the CNC. Swift was highly active in and occupied a 
position equivalent to State Organizer of the KKK in California prior 
to its dissolution in 1948. In September, 1953, it was reported that 
Swift accepted the responsibility of serving as legislative representative 
of the CNC. The newspaper, "The California Jewish Voice," on 3/18/55, 
stated that Swift and Smith were probably the most vicious of all 
hate-mongers. Swift as chairman of the committee on legislation of the CNC 
spoke at a meeting in Washington, D.C., on 3/10/55. Swift opposed 
Earl Warren for Chief Justice because he had vetoed bills which required 
public school teachers to take a loyalty oath. Swift was reported 
to have a"Black Shirt fully armed Fascist-like organization 1 ' in Lancaster 
which was to consolidate with Smith's America First Party. Swift 
spoke at CNC meetings held in San Francisco, Los Angeles, Seattle, St. 
Louis, Chicago and was active in the Salt Lake City area. Swift spoke 
at a mass rally held in Clevelandcon 9/18/45, to aid in organizing 
the Christian Veterans Organization.

The following references in the file captioned "CKIE, aka. 
KKK Activities, Lancas ter-Palmdale, California Area" set out information 
concerning the activities of Dr. Wesley Swift of Lancaster, California. 
Swift was the number two man in California of the CKIE, bearing 
the title of "Kiud," or chaplain of the "Realm." Swift was initiated 
into the Jacksonville, Florida unit of the United Florida KKK on 
9/14/62. Swift presided at numerous meetings of the CKIE. He stated 
the purpose of the CKIE was to preserve the US Constitution and the 
white race and to fight communism. Swift changed the name of KKK 
to the CKIE inasmuch as he stated that the Klan was illegal and the 
use of the CKIE would lend legality to the organization, but it 
would still be the KKK. This organization had a governing body 
called the "Tribunal" which allegedly included Swift. It was the 
business of this Tribunal to decide on the acts of violence performed 
by the organization. In December, 1963, during the struggle for 
power and control over the local organization between Swift and William 
Potter Gale, a close associate of Swift, the two decided to split 
up. Gale would remain as head of the CKIE while Swift would assume 
leadership of an organization called the CDL, which was nonviolent in 
nature. Swift stated in February, 1964, that he had disbanded the 
CKIE completely in the State of California, as he did not care to 
associate any longer with a group which advocated violence, and to do 
so might endanger,, his church, the Church of Jesus Christ, Christian, 
and his position therein; that his future efforts would be concerned 
mainly with the CDL.

The following references in the file captioned "Desegregation 
of University of Mississippi, Oxford, Mississippi Racial Matters" 
set out the activities of Dr. Wesley Swift, pastor of the "Church 
of Jesus Christ-Christian," Lancaster, California. Swif t, who was 
called a "messenger of hate" against Negroes and Jews,, was reported 
to have been in charge of a large group of minutemen who were to 
leave Los Angeles for Mississippi about 9/28/62, to support the segrega- 
tionists in preventing a Negro from registering to enter the University 
of Mississippi. Swift reportedly stated these men would be armed. 
Through an appropriate pretext on September 28-29, 1962 it was ascertained 
that Reverend Swift was in Los Angeles or at his home in Lancaster, 
with no indication of plans to leave California.

The 
NSRP was an anti-Negro, anti-Semitic group. Swift was reportedly 
initiated into the United Florida KKK on 9/14/62, in Jacksonville. 
Swift attended a meeting of his church group on 10/12/62, at the 
Hollywood Women's Club in Los Angeles where he stated that B'nai B'rith 
and the NAACP had sent l 1. to Oxford, 

Mississippi. Reverend Oren Fenton Potito, National Organizer of 
the NSRP, St. Petersburg, Florida, visited Swift in California in 
June, 1961, and Swift accompanied Potito to St. Petersburg. Swift 
spoke at an NSRP meeting on 9/14/62, at Pinellas Park, Florida.

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self -described 
as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the National States 
Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank-and-file "States Righters" 
had merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National States 
Rights Party", with national offices at Post Office Box 261, 
Jeffersonville, Indiana.

composed of past members of Elan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites.
